Akron Ohio. Sept 10.—While there 


was neither flare of trumpet 
or at- 


tempt made at display in the opening 
of the democratic campaign here, last 
night, by Tom Johnson, it was exceed- 
ingly flattering A tremendous crowd 
turned out to hear him, and all at- 
tracfd by a desire to learn what the 
issues are in the great state of Ohio.

I and. better, flve, tbe growing of clover 
' on a certain acreage of tbe farm and 
the feeding of tbe crops to some kind of 
stock. The average one year renter is 
a skinner from awar back, and the 
farm is always the worse for hi* ten- 
ancy.

THK OlO LAWK. 


A reader wishes to know how to ren-

There are two things essential to a 
good lawn. One Is proper fertilizing 
and the other sufficient water. Where 
large trees grow on the lawn they 
draw on the soil to the detriment of the 
grass. A top dressing In the fall with 
well rotted compost will help in this 
oas*. If weeds have got possession of 
the grass plot nnd are starving It out 
we would plow up, liberally fertilize 
and reseed. The lawn should not be 
shaved closely after June where It 
cannot bp Irrigated. It is better to set 
the mower knives as high ns possible 
then and leave a I hick carpet of grail 
on the ground.

Still, when the body was examined 
there was no mark of a wound upon It.
